Hie motber lived to be more ina a bwodied years of 
age. Whee the wes 102, lome prople vilited ber ona 
eertain day, sod, while they were with her, the bell was 
heard to toll for a fuweral, The old lady burl ou into 
tears and (aid, “* When will the be)! toll for me? It feems 
to me thet the bell will never toll for me; 1 am alraid 
I hall never die” ~ 

Mr, Lear, al hough repeatedly invied and uiged to sc- 
pair to foune of the neighbors to [pend the winter, where 
he might be comfouable, abfoluieiy dechned, ailedg n, 
that he bed every thing he waned. He would oc: fuil + 
any one to ipend a might in his houle, to take care of him 
during his left ilivels Burt feveral weeks belore ins dean 
he wes ina feeble fate of health; but with thofe com- 
fortable accommodations, which were sbhundantly im his 
power, he mught perhaps have lived tothe ege of his 
mother. 

On the Thurfdey oight preceding, the cold was fo ex- 
treme that the mercury fell, in Fahremheit’s thermomeie:

He was of am inoffenfivc difpoftion towards his fellow 
creatures; bot, with the means in his bands, he denied 
himfelf almofl every comfor: of life.
